Marigold planting aids cleanup 


A May 15 (yesterday) deadline 
prompted Romulus City Council last 
week to okay asking for an $85,000 
innovative grant to pay for costs 
related to the building of the new 
senior citizens high-rise structure 

Council gave unanimous approval 
to a request for the grant made by 
Patrick Hogan, community 
development director, which was 
forwarded to that body by Mayor 
William M. Oakley. 

Proposed for construction on or 
near the land now occupied by the 
old Romulus Elementary School, the 
senior citizens high-rise has stirred 
up considerable controversy from a 
few local residents who questioned 
its location and what they felt to be 
unanswered questions. 

In his recommendation May 4 to 
the mayor, Hogan cited recent 
approval of the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority 
( MSHDA ) for construction of a 125- 
unit high-rise. (Size of the building 
also had been a bone of contention 
with its detractors in past months.)

Michigan Week set to open 


With the city freshly cleaned as a 
result of the recent beautification 
campaign, Romulus residents can 
now look forward to the third annual 
seven-day Michigan Week 
celebration beginning Saturday, 
May 19. and running through 
Friday, May 25. 

Each day of the week is designed 
to attract participation from as 
many city residents as possible, with 
a wide variety of activities planned. 
Following are some of the highlights 
of this special week: 

Saturday, activities are dedicated 
to the city’s youth and will be cen- 
tered around the civic center plaza, 
highlighted by the pentathalon 
contest and marathon races. The 
day climaxes with a teen concert by 
the popular local band “Ambush” 
from 8 until 11 p.m. 

Sunday, May 20 , is reserved for 
remembering the city’s heritage, 
and the Romulus Historical Society 
has combined with the city this year 
to designate the Wesleyan Methodist 
Church at Five Points, as a local 
historical site. A commemorative 
service begins at the church at 11 
a.m. and includes a community 
picnic at Kennedy Park at noon. 

On Monday, May 21, Mayor 
William M. Oakley and other elected 
officials will journey to Ludington, 
Mich, and Romulus will play host to 
that city’s mayor and party. 

A full day of presentations and 
tours are planned, concluding with 
the mayor’s exchange banquet, to be 
held this year at the Hilton Inn in 
Romulus. The guest speaker for the 
affair will be Jamil Aktar, special 
assistant to Wayne County Sheriff 
William Lucas. 

Tickets are $8.25 per person, plus 
tax and gratuities, and must be 
purchased by 4 p.m. Friday, May 25, 
at the mayor’s office. No tickets will 
be sold at the door. 

Tuesday, May 22, is World Trade 
Day in Romulus and again the 
Wayne County Road Commission is 
offering its popular free tours of the 
Metropolitan Airport, leaving city 
hall at 9:30a.m. and 1:30 p.m. 

The Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce is hosting Livelihood Day, 
Wednesday, May 23, this year with a 
community luncheon at the Hilton 
Inn. The guest speaker is David L. 
Littmann, a vice president with 
Manufacturer’s Bank, who will 
speak on the state of the economy, a 
topic of interest to area 
businessmen. Tickets are $7.50 per 
person and can be purchased at the 
chamber office. 

On Thursday. May 24, the 
Romulus schools will be opening 
their doors for a full inspection and 
tour by parents. Michigan Week 
projects will be displayed in addition 


to special events staged throughout 
the week.

Friday, May 25, “Hospitality 
Day,” concludes the week’s ac- 
tivities with the formal dedication of 
the new Senior Drop-in Center, 
located next to the Recreation 
Department on Bibbins Street.

U. S. Jew tells Red terror

Victor Herman is a man with a 
mission 

The 65-year-old Detroit-born 
author of “Out of the Ice” last week 
told a group of Van Buren Township 
senior citizens just what that 
mission is: 

“My life was spared by some 
higher power, I believe, so that I 
could come back and tell my story,” 
Herman said 

Herman's story is incredible It is 
about a young athletic boy who with 
his family joined a Ford Motor 
Company organized trip to the 
Soviet Union to help the Russians 
build an auto plant in Gorky The 
year is 1931 and the world is 
relatively at peace with itself. 

Herman becomes a world record 
holder as a parachutist and a hero 
for his feats as a pilot. 

The Ford workers take up 
residency in Gorky, a small town 
just outside of Moscow. Most of the 
Americans do without much of the 
necessities of life such as sugar, 
butter and bread But the Hermans 
stay. 

Then the Soviet purges of the 
thirties begin, and Victor is even- 


tually caught in the web He is 
picked up by the KGB. the Soviet's 
secret police organization, in- 
terrogated and tortured. 

‘The KGB used every inhuman 
means to force me to confess to 
things I knew nothing about and 
when 1 refused they used all kinds of 
torture.” 

Eventually Herman was exiled to 
Siberia where some 20 million 
political prisoners perish because of 
the torture and inhumane living 
conditions in the working camps 
War clouds gathered in Europe 
and Russia and Nazi Germany 
declared war in 1941. The world 
would be involved in the struggle. 

“But, until the end of the war. we 
didn't even know that there was a 
war going on,” Herman said If the 
people of Lenningrad and Stalingrad 
had to turn to cannibalism to sur- 
vive, what did the Russians feed 
their political prisoners'* 

“If you read my book,” replied 
Herman, “you know.” 

Herman wrote that he managed to 
survive by trapping rats and using 
them as his source — and only 
source — of food 

Alter Stalin s death in 1953. life in 


the slave camps began to improve 
Some of the prisoners were released 
and Herman also earned the right to 
limited freedom in the Siberian city 
of Krasnoyarsk It was there that he 
met his wife. Galina, who was a 
gymnast for the Dynamo 
organization, an athletic club that

New A & P gets boost 


A proposed new A & P 
supermarket grocery destined 
for the corner of Inkster and Van 
Born roads got a financial shot in 
the arm last week from Romulus 
City Council. 

Council authorized Patrick 
Hogan, community development 
director, to file for a $ 100,000 
grant that w r ould aid in relocation 
of a storm drain on the property 
and assist in buying land for the 
project. 

Temple Management Co of 
Southfield, developer for the 
construction project, told council 
the $3 million building program 
now r hinges on their getting the 


grant and securing additional 
funds from other sources 
The company’s contention is 
that the project is not feasible 
financially as it now stands. 

Before the grocery store can be 
built, an existing junk yard. Auto 
Park Retail Sales Outlet, must 
be relocated to another site 
As now planned, the Southfield 
firm will attempt to have its 
project financed by the city’s 
Economic Development Cor- 
poration Under this program, 
the EDC will float tax-free 
revenue bonds to build the 
supermarket and then lease it to 
the developer 


Hogan explained in his written 
request that he was moved to make 
the grant request from recent 
discussions with MSHDA officials 
and with Leo Sklar, developer for 
the high-rise and the city’s 
designated senior citizens building 
agent. 

He said the city might be obligated 

“ to bear some costs in relation to 

the development (exterior boundary 
lighting, sanitary sewer ad- 
justments, sidewalk improvements, 
etc.).” 

He also stated, “It is not known at 
this time exactly what im 
provements will be necessary and 
who will be obligated to bear the 
burden of cost.” 

With this in mind, he advised 
mayor and council to beat the May 
15 deadline and to apply for a grant 
administered through the Wayne 
County community development 
block grant program. 

His recommendation concluded: 
“When the final site plans, etc., are 
submitted and actual costs to all 
concerned are determined, and 
when it is determined how much 


money we are able to obtain from 
the grant, the city would then be in a 
position to make better decisions as 
to how' and where the money is 
spent.” 

In other action, the council 
unanimously approved another 
request from Hogan to apply for a 
grant from the Wayne County Area 
Agency on Aging to cover equipment 
purchase for the new senior citizens 
drop-in center. 

Although exact purchase price of 
all items has not been determined, 
an approximate total cost would be 
$15,000, Hogan said in his 
memorandum to the mayor and 
council. 

Of (he total, the grant would pay 
for 90 percent and the city would pay 
the remaining 10 percent, he ex- 
plained 

Included in the list of items are: 
tables, chairs, storage cabinets, 
kitchen equipment and utensils, 
stereo, television set, pool table, 
pottery wheel, woodworking 
equipment, shuffle board equip- 
ment, picnic benches, lawn um- 
bralla, law n games and a piano. 


Public hearing slated 
on bump shop move 


A public hearing will be held June 
5, 197E at R< mulus City Ha!l on *he 
request jf a Riverview resident 
seeking to relocate his truck 
collision operation to Romulus for a 
tax break from the city. 

Edward J. Miller informed the 
city he would like to move his 
business to the southeast corner of 
Harrison and Ecorse roads. He 
asked that his property be 
designated as an industrial 
development district so he could be 
granted a tax reduction of up to 50 
percent for the next 12 years. 

Under Michigan Public Act 198, 
new businesses in a community can 
be granted such a reduction in 
property taxes as an incentive to 
build should the community’s 
governing body so decide. 

Council went along with Clerk 
Leonard J Folmar’s recom- 
mendation for the June 5 public 
hearing set for 7 p.m. The clerk’s 
recommendation followed Miller’s 
application for the industrial 
development district. 

Miller, who now- operates his 
business in Riverview, performes 
body repair and painting of large 


truck bodies in two separate 
buildings. Should he move to 
Romulus, he plans to combine the 
entire operation under one roof. 

Miller’s accountant, Dennis J 
Bow, informed Folmar that an 
average of 10 employes have been on 
the company’s payroll. Should a new 
building be constructed in Romulus, 
he said, this number could be ex- 
pected to increase at the rate of 
seven employes per year. 

Bow said Miller’s new building 
would cost approximately $170,000. 
He added that if Miller was turned 
down on the property tax reduction, 
he would be forced to build in 
another area. 

In its discussion on Miller's 
request, council said it will study 
two presentations previously made 
by Mayor William M. Oakley on 
what kind and size of business 
should be considered by the city for 
such property tax breaks under the 
industrial development district 
format. 

Following resubmission by the 
mayor of his proposals, council will 
review them and determine suitable 
guidelines for tax break applicants, 
Folmar said

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With no federal backing 
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Nutrition program , meat inspection face 'lean ' future 


Two important state services may 
fall by the wayside due to a lack of 
federal matching funds, according 
to State Rep Edward Mahalak (D- 
38th District). 


The Romulus Democrat said that 
the nutrition program for senior 
citizens and the state’s meat in- 
spection program both are affected 
by federal cutbacks 


“If these funds are not received, 
social service and nutrition service 
money for senior citizens will have 
to be cut by about 25 percent,” 
Mahalak said. ‘‘This would, among 
other things, eliminate about 7,000 
hot meals per day for older state 
residents throughout the state, 
beginning Oct. 1.

A resolution adopted by the State 
House of Representatives asks 
Congress to restore the cutback in 
funds and points out the importance 
of the health and well-being of 
Michigan senior citizens, Mahalak 
said 


This comes at a time when 
the needs of our senior citizens 
continue to rise../ 


Mahalak said that funds supplied 
to the state under the Federal Older 
Americans Act to finance the 
nutrition program which includes 
hot meals and “meals on wheels” 
have been cut back by some $93,000 
because the state’s senior citizen 
population has not grown as fast as 
in other parts of the country. 


“This comes at a time when the 
needs of our senior citizens con- 
tinues to rise as their numbers in- 
crease.” 


Adding to the problem is the fact 
that Michigan has increased its rate 
of spending for senior citizens by 
spending carryover funds from 
previous years and in response to a 
court order stemming from a 


“This important part of our 
population should be guaranteed 
every possible means of maintaining 
good health,” he continued. “Good 
nutrition is a vital means of reaching 
that goal. 


“We have a responsibility, 
therefore, to ensure that the 
nutritional needs of the increasing 


number of senior citizens is met. 
Without the program, there are 
many older citizens, who are trying 
to get by with small, inflation-riddle 
incomes, who could not eat properly 
and not eat the right foods 


enacted a few years ago when it 
came out that the former law 
allowed such fillers as animal 
snouts, ears and lips to be used in 
lunch meat, hot dogs and sausages. 


that federal funds for the inspection 
P™^ am will fall short by about 
$220, Ooo this year. 

“Without needed federal money, 
the state meat inspection may come 
to an end.” Mahalak said. “This 
would force the federal government 
to take over meat inspection in the 
state, at an additional cost of some 
$2.5 million. It also would mean, 
because of the lower federal meat 
standards, that Michigan citizens 
would be buying lower quality 
meats.” 



Mahalak said the state’s meat 
inspection program also is suffering 
from a lack of funding Money for 
the program comes from both the 
state and federal governments. 


Federal meat inspection law is 
much less strict than state law, and 
a tougher state inspection law was 


Uner the federal matching fund 
program, the State of Michigan has, 
for several years, performed the 
inspection of meat plants in the 
state. The result has been a higher 
quality of meat for Michigan 
residents. Mahalak said. 


It is estimated that about 200 
custom meat cutting plants in the 
state would be free from inspection 
and another 200 plants could be 
forced to close, eliminating jobs as 
well as competition, he added. 


The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has informed the state 


A resolution, adopted by both the 
Michigan House and Senate t urges 
Congress to appropriate the needed 
funds to maintain Michigan’s meat 
inspection program, Mahalak said.

The original guild of musicians was probably that of 
the Brotherhood of St. Nicholas, organized in Vienna in 
1228.

A 9-percent jump in motorcycle fatalities in 
Michigan during 1978 has prompted Automobile 
Club of Michigan jto mail a 32-page booklet, “Guide 
To Motorcycling”, to 12,000 of its members insuring 
cycles through the organization 1 

"The purpose of this manual is to help reduce 
motorcycle accidents by providing information 
necessary to operate a motorcycle safely,” said 
Auto Club President Richard R. Dann 

In Michigan, 175 persons were killed and 7,264 
injured in motorcycle mishaps in 1978. A cyclist’s 
chance of being killed in traffic was four to seven 
times greater than a motorist’s last year. 

In 1975, Auto Club released ‘‘Portrait of a 
Motorcyclist,” a study based on Michigan’s 
motorcycle fatalities. 

The report cited youth, alcohol, lack of training 
and the apparent inability of motorists to see two- 
wheelers as major reasons for the growing safety 
problem. 

It also showed that motorists were the cause of 40 
percent of the fatal mishaps. Three out of four of 
those accidents were caused by motorists who made 
left turns in front of oncoming cycles or failed to 
yield the right of way. 


the safety tips include: 

— Keep the headlight on at all times. One study 
shows that during the day motorcycles become up 
to timeslmore noticeable to oncomin^drivers 
when the headlight is on. 

— Wear bright colored clothing and reflectve 
helmets. Yellow, orange and red are the most 
noticeable colors. 


— Use the horn in a potentially dangerous 
situation. In case you can’t been seen, be heard. 

— Try to ride where you can see the rearview 
mirror of the car ahead and don’t ride in another 
driver’s “blind spot.” 


"Guide To Motorcycling” stresses being seen and 
looking for trouble while riding in traffic. Some of 


— Look ahead to check the road surface for 
slippery spots, bad bumps, broken pavement, loose 
gravel, wet leaves or objects lying in the road 

— Check rearview mirrors every few seconds 
especially when slowing down, changing lanes, 
turning or stopping suddenly. 

— Keep at least two seconds distance between the 
vehicle ahead and move from one side of the lane to 
another to increase lateral distance. 

— Don’t share lanes with a car or drive between 
rows of stopped vehicles 

— Reduce speeds on slippery, uneven, sloping, 
grooved or grated surfaces.

also hired Victor to train and 
manage young boxers. 

Ironically, Dynamo is also the 
affiliate of the KGB where most of 
the secret police get their physical 
exercise. 

One of the conditions, apparently, 
of Herman’s freedom was that he 
must not marry He violated that 
rule and was again ordered to report 
to a prison camp at Yeniseyk, near 
the arctic circle. 

Herman was ordered to a work 
camp and forced to leave his wife 
and first-born child, a daughter, 
Svetlana. Once he reported to the 
camp, he further learned that he 
would not be permitted to live on the 
premises, that he must go out into 
the wilderness to live 

In the middle of the Siberian 
winter. Herman made an igloo and 
prepared himself for the worst. 

“How I survived 1 do not know, but 


I feel there is a greater power that 
watched over me,” Herman said. 
Herman was due for another 
unexpected turn of events — one day 
he looked up and saw his wife and 
child standing before the snow 
house 

“How they found me 1 don't 
know," said Herman, in near tears 
“It was a miracle." 

Eventually, through the help of a 
cousin and a sister who lives in 
Detroit, the Hermans are granted 
permission to leave Russia 

“The story is there in the book, but 
I plan to write two others and the 
movie about my experience is in the 
planning stage," Herman told his 
audience. "My mission isn’t com 
plete until I have told the story in 
full." 

“Would you want to go back to 
visit Russia?" asked one of the 
people in the audience 

Why would anyone want to revisit 
hell!

become a well-known personality in 
our communities. 

It was 25 years ago that the young 
German-bom Lothar arrived in this 
country looking for a new place to 
live and a new career. He spoke no 
English and had as credentials a 
hobby as a photographer. 

It was Wes Willett, former co- 
owner of the newspaper chain and 
father of current publisher David J. 
Willett, who gave the young man a 
job. Armed with an English-German 
dictionary, Lothar set about lear- 
ning the language and learning to 
turn a hobby into a profession. 

Twenty-five years later, he is 
acclaimed as an expert 
photographer, has won dozens of 
local, state and national awards for 
his craft, is a member of the 
National Press Photographers 
Association and was one of the 
founders of the Michigan Press 
Photographers Association. He also 
is a member of Detroit Press Club. 

He’s made his home in Wayne, and 
is active in the community, serving 
as a member of the board of 
directors of the Wayne-Westland 
Federal Credit Union and as its 
secretary and education chairman. 

Lothar has come to be known as 


the community-wide representative 
of Associated Newspapers. A special 
friend to area senior citizens, ser- 
vice clubs, veteran’s organizations 
and children of all ages, Lothar can 
charm the smiles from those he is 
assigned to photograph. 

In November 1977, Lothar was 
involved in a 2-car traffic accident 
that left him with broken ribs, seven 
fractures of his upper thigh bones 
and many cuts and abrasions. 
Recovering from critical condition, 
he spent several months in the 
hospital, and has undergone months 
and months of therapy to regain 
strength in his left leg. 

Doctors recently gave Lothar 
permission to return to work on a 
limited basis, and his hours will 
increase as the doctor permits.

VB man to stand trial in 5 deaths 


Billy Hardesty of Van Buren 
Township, accused of killing his 
parents and three other persons and 
wounding two Others last October, 
will be arraigned May 24 and a date 
set for his trial. 

A hearing last Wednesday in the 
14th District Court in Ypsilanti 
concluded with Judge Robert Fink 
ruling that sufficient evidence 
existed to try the accused killer on 
five murder counts and two at- 
tempted murder counts.

Wood, 38, of Canton Township 
Testifying Wednesday against 
Hardesty were the two wounded 
men. Tommy L Brown. 29. of 
Tecumseh. and Bobby J Baker, 23, 
of Westland, who are half brothers. 

Both men testified Hardesty shot 
them at the Stiles-Wood Corp in 
Ypsilanti Township, were police say 


he also killed Wood However, Baker 
said he could not identify Hardesty 
as he did not know him 

Brown, who testified from a 
wheelchair, said he was shot seven 
times, while Baker said his assailant 
pumped 14 shots into him He still 
w'alks with crutches. 

As police reconstructed the 
shooting spree, Hardesty shot and 
killed Schofield and Curry in a 
parking lot at Abigail’s Dirty Shame 
Saloon in Ypsilanti prior to going to 
the tool and die shop where he killed 
Wood and wounded Brown and 
Baker 


Police traced Hardesty to his 
parents’ home early the next day on 
Mart/ Road in Van Buren Township 
After a gun battle that lasted about 
an hour Hardesty surrendered after 
being hit by gunfire 
A search of the Hardesty home 
uncovered his mother shot to death 
in a bedroom and the body of his 
father found stuffed in a deep freeze 
on the back porch 
Hardesty was present at last 
week’s hearing He is being 
represented by Don Ferris and 
David Mendes of the Washtenaw 
County Public Defender's Office.

"I guess I was brought up to think 
that most women were to stay at 
home forever and never think of 
anything else in their lives.

Hospital admitting 
policy to change 


Elective admissions under the 
Wayne County hospitalization 
program for the medically indigent 
must be referred to Wayne County 
General Hospital, beginning June 1 . 

The policy change, dictated by a 
resolution adopted by the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners last 
November, affects approximately 
150 medically indigent persons 
monthly, according to R. B. Shelton, 
director of the Wayne County 
Department of Social Services.

Equity in state funding of center sought 


The Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools is looking for some equity it 
believes is lacking in the amount of 
money the state plans to spend to 
help build the vocational center in 
the district. The Wayne-Westland 
schools have been promised $12.50 
per square foot as the state’s share. 

But the Detroit Public Schools will 
be getting approximately $37.50 per 
square foot from the state for their 
vocational centers, according to 
School Supt Timothy Dyer. 

“This raises a severe question of 
equity.” Dyer said in a recent letter 
to John Porter, superintendent of 
public instruction for the State of 
Michigan. 

“Is it fair for the state to be fun- 
ding an area center at $12.50 per 
square foot here in Wayne-Westland 
and at the very same time fund,

some 20 miles away, another 
vocational center at a level of ap- 
proximately $37.50 per square 
foot?” he asked. 

“The need for vocational training 
for students who would be served by 
the Wayne- Westland Center are no 
different than those students who 
would be served in any one of the 
centers being constructed by the t 
Detroit Public Schools.” 

Actually, Wayne-Westland has 
been haggling with the state about 
the $12 50 figure ever since the voc 
center was proposed. A state law 
that Dyer worked hard to get passed 
guarantees matching funds from the 
state to pay for 50 percent of such a 
vocational center, as long as it 
serves enough students to be con- 
sidered an area center. In Sep- 
tember 1976, the Wayne-Westland 


voters approved $2.5 million in bond 
issue money to pay for the district’s 
share of the center, which was 
designated an area center. 

But before the bids even went out, 
the state made estimates that the 
center should cost approximately 
$25 per square foot to build. 

“We told them it couldn’t be done 
(back in 1977), but we were arguing 
in the abstract, which is difficult to 
do. We didn’t have the bids yet,” 
Dyer explained 

“We agreed to disagree and wait 
until the bids came in.” 

They came in, at $56 per square 
foot, Dyer said 

Because the state wouldn’t 
reconsider changing its $12.50 
commitment, the plans for the 
center were pared down ac-

cordingly, cut by $l million, Dyer 
said. 

A computer instructional program 
was eliminated from the building. 
Plans for a diagnostic vocational 
laboratory were taken out. And 
“many mechanical alterations, 
several of which involved major 
energy saving potentials, had to be 
made” to trim cost. 

In the meantime, Dyer continued, 
the state has agreed to fund half the 
true cash cost of similar vocational 
center in the Detroit Public Schools. 
And those bids came in at $75 per 
square foot. The Detroit Schools had 
been ordered by the court to build 
the vocational centers, and part of 
that order was the half funding by 
the state. 

If they are going to get true half 
funding, then so should Wayne- 
Westland, reasoned Dyer. 

He outlined this argument in a 
letter to Porter and in a discussion 
with him recently. Dyer said Porter 
was understanding of the problem 
and the Wayne-Westland superin- 
tendent hopes to get some ad- 
justment. 

Political Dyer has even come up with a way 
for the state to find the money. 

The funds the state doles out for 
construction are actually federal 
dollars, funnelled through the state 
education department. The state 
does not itself get into funding any

construction projects, and ap- 
parently doesn’t want to start. 

But there are only so many federal 
dollars that the state allocates for 
construction. Other federal funds go 
for other special projects for-and 
school operations. 

Dyer knows that the state doesn’t 
want to set a precedent by beginning 
to fund construction. So he suggests 
that the state take more federal 
funds away from operation and put 
them into construction, to finance 
these vocational centers. Then it can 
re-direct its own state funds to 
replenish the federal funds it took 
from operations. Finally, the State 
Legislature could appropriate more 
money to go into the operational 
fund. 

Although these accounting 
gyrations seem unnecessary and 


complicated to the lay person, and it 
would keep the federal and state 
bureaucracies happy And it would 
get those needed funds to grant the 
Wayne-Westland vocational center 
that higher level of funding, Dyer 
hopes. 

The district will keep moving on 
its construction plans and work on 
the voc center as it is planned, Dyer 
said. If the money does come 
through, the additions could be in- 
stalled without problem any time in 
the next six months. 

He emphasized that the taxpayer 
will not be asked to chip in more for 
the center, with or without ad- 
ditional state funding. The lower 
level of state funding will simply 
mean that some parts originally 
designed for the center will be left 
out.

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For mentally retarded 


NRTC seeks potential foster parents 


Hundreds of mentally retarded 
adults residing in state institutions 
could benefit from living in the 
community, if foster homes were 
available to them 

One institution, the Northville 
Residential Training Center, 
(NRTC), is seeking potential foster 
parents to give the opportunity for a 
family life in the community to their 
mentally retarded adult population. 

“They need new challenges and 
opportunities to reach their full 
potential. These opportunities exist 
in the community,” according to 
Diane Surma, social worker at 
NRTC. 

Foster homes serve from one to 
three mentally retarded children or 
adults. Foster parents take retarded 
individuals into their homes and 
serve as para-professionals by 
providing care and training to their 
new family member. Foster parents 
receive instruction and training to 
learn these skills. Approximately 


$600 per month per client is paid to 
foster parents for providing these 
services. 

“Although we have been suc- 
cessful in recruiting foster parents 
for children, we now need to find 
families who are willing to work 
with mentally retarded adults,” said 
Denise Horvath, recruitment 
specialist at Northville Residential 
Training Center ”We cannot 
estimate how much each individual 
adult could grow, if given the chance 
to live in the community.”

Michigan property 
owners know that each 
year they are expected 
to pay taxes on land 
they own. The money 
received from payment 
of property taxes is vital 
to the continued growth 
and prosperity of our 
state. Because this 
revenue is so important 
to Michigan, our 
legislature has placed 
tough penalties on 
property tax laws in 
order to insure prompt 
payment. 

The taxes annually 
assessed against real 
property in this state 
constitute a lien upon 
the property until 
payment is made. This 
lien provides that 
penalties be imposed 
upon those who neglect 
their taxes. The failure 
to make prompt 
payment of the taxes 
assessed may result in 
the imposition of 
collection fees and in- 
terest on delinquent 
taxes. If the 
delinquency continues 
the final result may be 
sale of the property by 
the State Treasurer,

Arbitrator orders new talks between Westland, WPOA

A Michigan Employment 
Relations Commission (MERC) 
arbitrator has ordered the City of 
Westland and leaders of the police 
officers’ union back to the 
bargaining table to make one last 
effort to hammer out a labor 
agreement by June 11. 

Negotiators for both sides have 
been bargaining for 13 months on 
economic issues only. The 
economic portion of the contract 
expired on June 30, 1978. Police 
officers have been without a raise 
since June 30, 1977, said spokesmen 
for the Westland Police Officers 
Association (WPOA). 

The WPOA had filed for ar- 
bitration after talks reached an

impasse, and mediation produced 
no results. 

Since public safety employees 
are not allowed to strike, binding 
arbitration is guaranteed by law 
The union requested it when talks 
on wages stalled in January. 

However, the entire contract, 
including the language and wages, 
expires on June 30 of this year, less 
than two months away. 

Arbitrator Thomas LoCicero met 
with the two sides to begin ar- 
bitrating the wage reopener, but 
seeing that the whole contract 
would expire soon, he told the sides 
to go back to the table and this 
time negotiate not only the wage 
reopener, but the full upcoming 
contract as well. The hope ap- 
parently is that once the whole 
contract is opened up for 
negotiation, agreement can be 
reached not only on the overdue 
portions, but on a one-, two- or 


contract has no such adjustment. 

In the meantime, the Westland 
City Council is working on the city 
budget that will be adopted early in 
June In the budget proposed by 
Mayor Thomas Taylor. 10 patrol 
officers’ positions will be 
eliminated 

. At a study session last week on 
the police department budget, 
Officer Lennis Hayes, treasurer of 
the WPOA, read a statement ob- 
jecting to the number of layoffs in 
the department and questioning the 
city’s priorities He said that the 
police department will be taking a 
disproportionately large number of 
the layoffs, compared to some 
other city departments. He argued 
that the layoffs will eliminate a 
special traffic program aimed at 
containing alcohol abuse (and 
federally funded) and will severely 
curtail the narcotics and in- 
telligence program run by the 
department. 

There are 68 officers in the 
WPOA. and 10 staff reductions in 
patrol officers is planned. Because 
of one recent discharge in the 
department, that would result in 
the layoff of nine patrol officers.

SPINAL CURVATURES 
A spinal curvature generally begins in 
early childhood and steadily becomes 
worse. Chirpractors are able to correct 
such curvatures, providing they have not 
progressed too far; that is, if the patient is 
not too old and if the degree of curvature is 
not so marked that the bony segments of 
the spine have lost their normal shape and 
size. 


MUSCULAR TENSION 
Numerous ligaments and muscles are 
attached to the spine. These ligaments and 
muscles extend from the spine in opposite 
directions, with an equal number on either 
side. Normally these muscles have an 
equal pull, keeping the spine in the median 
line However, when a set of ligaments and 
muscles exert a stronger pull than the ones 
on the other side of the spine, a curvature 
develops Why do the muscles on one side 
contract and pull harder than those on the 
other*’ 


REASON FOR TENSION 
Every muscle is supported by nerve fibers 
which carry motor impulses from the 
brain to the muscle tissue. Normally these 
impulses are barely sufficient to maintain 
the tone of that muscle, which manifests 
itself as a slight contraction. If anything 
occurs to produce an excessive expression 
of these motor impulses, the muscle is 
excessively contracted. In the case of the 
muscles along the spine, this causes the 
vertebrae to be pulled. 


FAR-REACHING EFFECTS 
There are many far-reaching effects of 
spinal curvature which the patient does 
not realize. The curvature forces segments 
of the spine to assume an unnatural 
position; this may strain muscles or 
ligaments, crowd the internal organs or 
impair circulation.

temperature to a dangerous level. 
To handle these potential problems, 
consider the following 

(1) It’s best not to eat salt tablets 
before a strenuous run because they 
sometimes cause nausea Instead, 
drink a well-salted liquid, like a 
salty soup or juice with salt added, 
or liave a meal two hours or more 
beforeyou run and put extra salt on 
it. 

(2) To prevent dehydration, don’t 
let yourself run too low on body 
fluids Drink cool liquids like water 
or fruit juice before and during a 
long run Try to get in at least 10 
ounces every half hour 

Dress lightly in heat. Wear tight- 
colored clothing because it reflects 
the sun’s rays. If you can, run in 
early morning or late afternoon 
when the sun isn’t so intense. If you 
must run in hot sun, wear a hat 

Don’t spend a lot of time warming 
up in hot weather, and if the tem- 
perature-humidity index is 83 or 
higher, don’t run at all 

If you plan torunoutdoors at night, 
be very cautious Wear brightly- 
colored clothing at all times of the 
year and put reflective strips across 
the back and front of your dothes, 
shoes and hat. Check out the roads 
you plan to use to make sure there 
are no hazards like potholes or 


pebbles. Be certainthere is plenty of 
room on the road’s shoulder, which 
should be flat. Always run on the left 
side, facing traffic and be ready to 
move off to the side of the road as 
necessary 

As you begin to run, run and walk 
for 15-30 minutes four times a week 
Be sure to combine running and 
walking, and don’t force yourself 
Even though i t takes a while to build 
up to a mile and more of running, 
your progress should be sure and 
safe.

Hypnotism and relaxation

The Rev. Donald Vittner, a 
counselor at the Parma Medical 
Center in Parma, Ohio, is one of a 
growing number of therapists who 
now use hypnotism in working with 
their clients. 

What makes Vittner unusual is 
that he is a fundalmentalist 
Christian. Many of his evangelical 
colleagues look upon hypnotism as 
demonic — a “tool of Satan.” 

Vittner, who formerly shared 
these theological misgivings about 
hypnotism, today feels that hyp- 
notism is “one of the good things 
God has given us for our use.” He 
says that he has seen its healing 
effects in hisr clients, in his family 
and in his own "life. 

This is the second part of a 2-part 
interview with Vittner. 

Q: You say that relaxation and 
hypnosis are synonymous. Is 


relaxation the whole secret of 
hypnotism? 

A: No. It must include meditation. 
But many people cannot meditate, 
since they are so unrelaxed. Before 
one can meditate, one must relax 
deeply to tune out the world and tune 
in to himself and the Lord. 

I relax my clients and teach them 
to relax themselves and to visualize 
Jesus touching them — to see 
themselves as the person God wants 
them to be. 

I ask them to meditate on such 
Bible verses as: 

— “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me.” 
(Phil. 4:13) 

— "Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace whose mind is stayed on 
thee.” (Isaiah 26:3) 

— “I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live. Yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me.” (Gal. 2:20) 

— The 23rd Psalm. 

When counselees do their 


homework assignments faithfully, 
they recover much faster than they 
would otherwise 

Q: What can hypnosis be sued for? 

A: Such books as “The Power of 
Positive Thinking,” “The Power of 
Your Subconscious Mind” and 
“Think and Grow Rich” have 
demonstrated how r self-hypnosis can 
be used to bring healing and even 
material success. 

In his book, “Jesus Wants You 
Well,” Lovett teaches us how to find 
healing by relaxing and visualizing 
Jesus touching and healing us. Ruth 
Carter Stapleton, in “The Gift of 
Inner Healing,” states that she 
relaxes people individually or in 
groups to help them find inner 
healing. 

Both Lovett and Stapleton deny 
they use hypnosis. However, a rose 
by any other name is still a rose. 
Lovett rationalizes that he is 
teaching one to relax only his body,

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Westland council wonders 


Will public safety director violate charter?

Would creation of a Westland 
department of public safety, and 
appointment of a director of the 
department, violate the Westland 
City Charter? 

Could the move be considered 
“usurpation” of the status of the 
police chief, fire chief and building 
director, which are all created 
specifically in the charter? 

These legal questions probably 
will end up in the lap of City At- 
torney Charles Bokos, according to 
Council President Robert Wagner. 

The council has been sifting 
through the mayor’s proposed 
budget, and with it his proposal to 
create a department of public 
safety. Mayor Taylor’s plan is to 
put the building, police and fire 
departments within one public 
safety department 

He intends to retain a police 
chief, a fire chief, and building 
“chief,” but put the entire 
department’s administration under 
one new director, who would be a 
civilian. Current police chief 
William Rechlin is Taylor’s choice 
for the job. 

Monday night, the City Council 
listened to Jerry Tobin, public 
safety director in Southfield, 
describe his job and how it fits in 
with the city administration. 


In that city, the public safety 
department includes police, fire 
and civil defense. Tobin em- 
phasized that the three chiefs are 
in charge of the day-to-day 
operations in their respective 
departments, and that he is strictly 
an administrator 

Tobin said the departments work 
together in “compatible functions," 
such as arson investigations, they 
have joint communications and 
dispatching network, and one 
civilian clerical pool. But police 
officers are not fire fighters or vice 
versa. There is no blending of jobs. 

Mayor Taylor’s proposal is based 
on similar thinking. He wants to 
combine areas of job function that 
are compatible. For instance, f ; re, 
police and building employees all 
do inspections of one sort or 
another and could work together. 

Tobin said the set-up also leaves 
the administrative head to do long- 
term planning that he never had 
time to do when he was police chief 
and was responsible for day-to-day 
operations. 

Wagner commented, however, 
that "under our charter, it states 
that the fire chief and police chief 
will be the administrative heads of 
their departments. We aren’t sure 
if this is usurpation.” 

“This is something we have to 
get an attorney’s opinion on.” 

The city charter does specifically

above the national average in 
Davenport, Iowa, and Detroit, but 29 
percent below that average in 
Lawton, Okla. Poughkeepsie, N Y , 
switchboard operators do 24 percent 
better than the average, whereas 
those in Jacksonville. N.C., are 30 
percent below the national average 
Keypunch operators (Class A) do 
best in Beaumont, Tex., (46 percent 
above) and worst in Gadsden, Ala 
(29 percent below). 

The same sort of disparities hold 
true for technical jobs. For example, 
computer programmers (Business - 
Class A) do best in San Jose, Calif. 
(22 percent above the national 
average) and worst in Chattanooga, 
Tenn. (20 percent below). Electronic 
technicians are paid 25 percent 
above the average in Trenton, N.J., 
and 26 percent below in San Antonio, 
Tex. 

Blue-collar workers certainly are 
not exempt from geographic pay 
differentials. Maintenance 
machinists are paid best in the San 
Francisco metropolitan area (22 
percent above average) and worst in 


Asheville, N.C.. and Puerto Rico (34 
percent below). Stationary 
engineers make 24 percent above the 
national average in Ann Arbor, 
Mich, and 37 percent below in 
Colorado Springs. Colo Chicago 
truck drivers are paid 29 percent 
higher than the national average 
and Forklift operators 23 percent 
above average in Ann Arbor, Mich. 
Both jobs are paid least in the 
McAllen-Pharr-Edinburg, Tex., 
area (44 percent and 47 percent 
below respectively). 

Naturally, wages and salaries in 
Alaska are higher than elsewhere in 
the United States. For example, 
secretaries in Alaska are paid 48 
percent more than the national 
average; switchboard operators 34 
percent more; maintenance 
machinists 65 percent more; truck 
drivers 50 percent higher; and 
forklift operators 54 percent higher. 
However, the cost of living in Alaska 
is also significantly higher than any 
place in the continental United 
States.

It is not mandatory that the 
council create by ordinance the 
department of public safety by 
June 4, their deadline for adopting 
the budget.

SHORT TITLE 

Section 703.101 SHORT TITLE This ordinance shall be known and may be 
designated as "The City of Romulus Billiard and Bowling Ordinance." 

APPLICATION FOR LICENSE 
DEFINITIONS 

Section 703.102 Whenever the following expressions are used in this or- 
dinance, such expressions shall have the meaning as herein stated unless the 
context clearly indicates otherwise. 

(a) CITY shall mean the CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, 
MICHIGAN. 

( b ) CLERK shall mean the CITY CLERK of the City of Romulus.

td) POLICE. FIRE & SAFETY COMMISSION shall mean the POLICE,

ih) "POOL ROOM" as herein referred to shall mean a room or rooms 
wherein the several games are played on a table known as a billiard or pool 
table, surrounded by an elastic ledge or cushion, w'ith or without pockets, 
with balls which are driven by a cue which shall include all forms of the 
game known as carom billiards, pocket billiards, three cushion billiards and 
English billiards, as well as all other games played on a billiard table, and 
shall include the games known as 15-ball pool. 8-ball pool, bottle pool, pea- 
pool, and all other games played on a so-called pool table and all games 
played on a so-called pigeon-hole table. 

( i ) BOWLING For the purpose of this ordinance bowling is defined as any 
of the several games played on a wood surface where a ball is thrown by 
hand toward wooden pins. 

i j> “BOWLING ALLEY" For the purpose of this ordinance a bowling alley 
is defined as any place open to the public w here one or more bowling lanes or 
alleys have been constructed for bowling purposes.

703.110(1) No dice shall be thrown and no cards, raffles or other games of 
chance shall be permitted if played for money or prizes nor shall any other 
form of gambling be permitted in any licensed pool room in the City, or in 
any room in which pool tables are maintained or any other place in which 
any business licensed under this ordinance is carried on. However, such 
prohibition shall not be construed to prevent the giving of cash or mer- 
chandise as prizes to pool or billiard player’s leagues or any other com- 
petitive plav.

It wasn 't their idea! 


America has been asked by the President and Congress to set 
aside the week of May 28 - June 3 to honor the nearly 9 million men 
and women who were in our armed forces while we fought in 
Vietnam. 

This is an appropriate request, for both the desering and 
hitherto largely unhonored individuals involved and the country. 

The veterans deserve the recognition for a iob well done. 
The rest of us deserve the chance to reconsider the indifference 
that has generally characterized our attitude toward a 
remarkable group of young people we sent to do a difficult job for 
us. 

It is conventional to say that the week is long overdue. But 
perhaps it could not have been held earlier and had the support we 
expect it to receive now. 

Certainly such a week would have been a cause for tension and 
division while we were in Vietnam and in the period shortly after 
we withdrew. There was no middle ground on which those who 
supported and those who opposed the war could have stood to 
salute those who were caught up in it. 

We hope that is not true today, Vietnam Veterans Week is not a 
time to re-fight the war. It is not a time to judge foreign policy of 
years past or to wonder what would have happened if we had 
either not become involved or if we had pursued the conflict 
further. 

Vietnam veterans were neither the perpetrators and 
miscreants of an unjust war nor undedicated and unheroic 
bumblers who frittered away American honor on victoryless 
battlefields. 

They were citizens who gave as much as Americans in past 
wars. They performed with all the skill, bravery and devotion to 
cause and country as those who have been feted and applauded 
for service in other conflicts. 

Anybody here remember Vietnam? 

Of course, you say. Da Nang. Saigon. The Mekong Delta. My 
Lai. And all those other strange names that kept coming up in the 
headlines. 

For millions of Americans — perhaps most of us — the war in 
Vietnam was never much closer than those headlines and the 
nightly news clips on television. 

It was a war halfway around the world, one that was never 
declared; a conflict that just seemed to grow behind our backs 
until, one awful day, there it was, full scale. 

No one went to that war with banners flying and bands playing, 
and those who went anonymously came back the same way. The 
longer it lasted the more unpopular it became, and its un- 
popularity seemed to rub off on the very ones who were most 
intimately caught up in it. 

Perhaps the most demoralizing part was what didn’t happen. 
Nobody said “thanks.” Nobody said, “We’re proud of you. Even 
though the war was unpopular, we’re proud of you for being 
willing to serve your country.” 

Well, that’s changed. 

This year America can make up for the lack of an official 
thanks. The week of May 28 — June 3 is — officially — “Vietnam 
Veterans Week.” 

We should all join the Congress and President Carter in ob- 
serving it for what it is — a chance, at long last, to express a 
nation’s appreciation to the nearly ten million men and women 
who served during the bitter years of the Vietnam Era . 

We owe it to them. Let’s pay the debt.

Time to honor our Viet Vets

When I served in Vietnam, and for a long time 
afterwards, I was convinced this was a "dif- 
ferent” war. It had limited objectives, was 
fought in an unconventional manner, and was 
surrounded by controversy from the beginning. 

Since returning, I’ve talked to many veterans 
of different eras and have begun to think more 
about the similarities between Vietnam and 
other wars. 

Veterans who were in World War I at Belleau 
Wood, in World War II landing craft at Nor- 
mandy and on the frozen trail from Korea’s 
Chosin Reservoir remember the same confusion, 
fatigue, loneliness, and fear we felt at Khe Sahn 
in Vietnam. 

The unique thing about Vietnam was — and is 
— its aftermath. It was a hard war to come home 
from an an even harder one to look back on. 

In past wars, those who fought had the support 
of society both when’ they left and when they 
came home. 

They didn’t have to continually ponder why 
they did what they did. Society provided the 
answers. 


For Vietnam, society provided no answers — 
only more questions Too often, for veterans of 
Vietnam, feelings of frustration and bitterness 
over military service have been fueled by a 
sense of isolation from and rejection by the 
general public. 

Society in general and government agencies in 
particular were not geared to handle the millions 
of young veterans pouring off the "freedom 
birds” as they returned home from Southeast 
Asia. 

Our ability to treat their physical wounds 
improved, after a time, to reasonably acceptable 
levels But other adjustment problems have not 
yet been adequately dealt with. 

Now-, some four years after the official end of 
the Vietnam War Era, the resilience of its 
veterans is apparent The great majority of them 
have adjusted well Sixty-five percent of them 
have trained under the G! Bill and many have 
taken advatage of the VA home loan guaranty 
program. 

But some Vietanam era veterans continue to 
have problems. Alienation, lingering guilt and 
other emotional problems, compounded for those 
disabled by physical wounds, show up in many 
forms of social inadaptability. 

These veterans need and deserve our help. 


The VA has adjusted its priorities to provide 
for these special needs. Legislation for 
psychological readjustment counseling and for 
extension of G1 Bill time-limits for educationally 
disadvantaged veterans have both been strongly 
recommended to Congress. 

Outreach to all Vietnam era veterans about the 
GI Bill is underway nationwide Educational and 
vocational counseling services, efforts to reach 
incarcerated veterans, twenty new alcohol 
treatment units, and other measures are in 
process to help these veterans. 

But the government alone is not able to ad- 
dress one problem facing Vietnam era veterans 
— the lack of full respect and honor for their 
service and sacrifice to their country, 
lack of full respect and honor for their service 
and sacrifice to their country. 

Vietnam Veterans Week is the opportunity for 
all Americans to express their gratitude to these 
veterans. And it is a time for us to reflect on the 
similarities and the differences of America’s 
most recent war 

It w'as different in the unique problems of the 
returning veterans. It was the same as other 
wars in that those who served did so honorably — 
often heroically — and they deserve our full 
understanding, support and thanks as a Nation.

Water powered cars near reality

We have all heard stories about the mysterious 
stranger who walked into a government office 
with a fluid that, when mixed with plain tap 
water, could be used to pow er a gasoline engine. 

As the story goes, his fluid was tested by the 
government and found to do exactly what he 
claimed, but when the lab technicians went to 
inform the stranger of their findings, he had 
disappeared and has never been heard from 
since. 

Or how about the story of the fellow who in- 
vented a carburetor that would extract 200 miles 
from a gallon of gasoline, but following his en- 
counter with several oil company executives, he 
dropped from sight along with his claimed in- 
vention. 

I suppose these stories are the result of 
collective wishful thinking by people who would 
like to believe that the "system’ is somehow 
engaged in a gigantic cover-up of devices that 
would free all of us from the growing shackles 
imposed by the necessity for energy. 

For most, the stories stir only a wistful look 
before reality forces us to conclude that the tales 
were probably just dreamed up by someone w ith 
an overactive imagination. 

For others, these stories simply reinforce 
their conviction that government is involved in a 
plot to lock-up such secret devices lest the oil 
companies suffer huge financial losses. 

Well, pay attention. 

I will now provide you with another one of 
those stories. But this one, hopefully, will prove 
to be true, thereby rescuing all of us from the 
huge budget drain of today’s energy costs. 

This week on a nationally syndicated television 
talk-show, called ‘Ruff House’ (not available in 
the Detroit area), Howard Ruff, host of the 
program will interview' two men who claim to 


have developed two separate processes. One for 
the conservation of energy mechanically, and 
the other, a process for ‘Burning Water’ in 
automobiles 

That’s right! Burning water to power 
automobiles. 

Howard Ruff, host of the Ruff House television 
show, is a well known economist who, in addition 
to hosting the show on television, publishes a 
twice monthly economic newsletter, is a 
frequent public speaker and is the author of 
several hooks. His latest book, ‘How to Prosper 
During the Coming Bad Years’ is now nearing 
the top of the Best-Seller list. 

But Ruff’s credibility is even further enhanced 
by the fact that most conventional economists, 
the same people who have gotten us into the 
economic mess our country now faces, think his 
ideas are either crazy or worse. 

Well, Ruff may he crazy alright. But crazy like 
an oil rich Arabian shah. 

For some time it has been known that 
hydrogen could provide sufficient energy to 
power an automobile. And since water contains 
the world s largest free source of that hydrogen, 
converting w'ater to liquid hydride has remained 
a high priority. But until now, the cost of that 
conversion was higher than the cost of con- 
ventional fossil fuels. 

But according to Dr. Gerald M. Schaflander, 
head of Solar-Hydrogen Development Company, 
his company’s recent break-through in mass 
producing solar cells which lowers Der-unit cost 
by 66 percent, will provide the necessary low cost 
energy for the conversion of water to liquid 
hydride. 

Dr. Schaflander states that by using his newly 
developed solar-cells to convert water to liquid 
hydride, a replacement fuel for gasoline will 


soon be available at an estimated 28 cents per 
gallon. Schaflander insists that this is not pie-in- 
the-sky wishful thinking. His company, in- 
cidently, has financial backing from actors Paul 
Newman, Jack Nicholson, among others, 
and is ready to go now with the franchising of 
retail outlets to dispense the liquid hydride. 

But even though Schaflander’s idea could 
ultimately prove to be the long-sought solution to 
the energy problem, the federal government has 
paid little attention to the doctor. 

First, Schaflander’s company asked to he 
allowed to competitively bid on a contract to 
modify all the government’s vehicles to run on 
the liquid hydride to test the product’s worth. 
The government refused 

Then. Schaflander offered to convert the 
government vehicles free of charge if Uncle Sam 
bought hydride from him for only 40 cents per 
gallon. Believe it or not, the federal government 
continued to ignore this potential for reducing 
government fuel costs by millions of dollars, and 
again refused. 

For those who have long felt that government 
is busier creating problems then they are in 
solving them, this latest incident lends further 
support. 

The two-hour modification required to convert 
an auto from gasoline to hydride represents only 
a small cost as compared to potential savings 
from a national program to exploit the hydride 
powered automobile 

But then again, had the government reacted 
any other way, the value of the development 
would have been seriously compromised. 

Next Week: A mechanical system to conserve 
energy is lost by the Federal Energy Research 
and Development Administration. 


Conscription 

It is indeed unfortunate that during the week set-aside to honor 
the veterans of Vietnam, congress has decided to add new fuel to 
the growing national debate over restoring the draft. 

The latest proposal coming from congress would include 
women in any new law re-establishing the draft. 

Amid growing concern that this country’s volunteer army is not 
capable of adequately defending our nation’s interests in the 
event of any new armed struggle, and dire warnings from the 
military that we are vulnerable to a limited scale land attack in 
Europe, congress is reacting with predictable reluctance. 

We think that reluctance is well founded. Vietnam proved that 
the draft is only as good as the system which asks its young to 
march off to war. 

And that system is suspect. 

Making good on one of the few campaign promises he chose to 
keep, President Carter granted amnesty to draft evaders, 
resisters and deserters. 

In so doing, the president has left an indelible message for this 
country’s young and old alike. 

The message was: Only the very foolish would accept induction 
into the military when the consequences for refusing posed no 
serious threat. 

That is of course not to say that the only reason many young 
people agree to fight is out of fear of the alternatives. 

But it is obvious that given a choice between induction into the 
military, and a pleasant life in temporary exile, most informed 
decisions would chose exile. 

We think congress is making a mistake at this time in con- 
sidering any new draft legislation. 

The waste of Vietnam is still too fresh in our minds to allow for 
rational discussion of the possible need for a new conscription 
plan 

Not to mention the fact that those thousands of new draft 
evaders would severely damage our balance of payments with 
Canada.

Magic milk and kids

Michigan’s State Capitol, which is in its 
centennial year, is a storehouse of history, 
ornate fixtures and old-time elegance. 

Inside the Capitol, the most impressive 
feature is the circular rotunda beneath the 
huge and richly decorated dome. In its 
center, on the first floor, is a showcase 
containing copies of Michigan's four 
constitutions < 1835, 1850, 1908 and 1963). 
Around the sides are flags carried in the 
Civil War and World War I. 

The rotunda floor is constructed of 976 
blocks of thick glass. They were installed 
in 1892. The floor is similar to the one in the 
Nation’s Capitol in Washington, D. C. 
Michigan is the only State Capitol to have a 
rotunda floor designed after the one in 
Washington. 

It is designed to create an optical 
illusion: the higher a person goes up 
toward the dome, the more the center of 
the floor seems to sink. From the top of the 
dome, the floor looks like a complete 
upside-down dome. 

The glass block floor forms the unusual 
ceiling of the ground floor rotunda, giving 
visitors the eerie feeling of watching 
people walk above them. 

Centered in the ground floor rotunda is 
an information-security booth. Around the 
sides are display cases on Michigan 
history, divided into regions, prepared by 
the Michigan Historical Commission. 

Elegant woodwork and marble floors 
are typical of the entire building. Most of 
the interior offices have been remodeled, 
the high ceilings have been utilized in the 
construction of M half floor” to provide 
extra office space. But the hallways, 
staircases and legislative chambers are 
still largely as they were 100 years ago. 

While many state branches and 
departments were once represented in the 
Capitol, it is presently limited to 
legislative chambers, offices and com- 
mittee rooms, the Governor’s Office, on 
the second floor, and the Lieutenant 
Governor’s Office, in the south wing. Oth- 
cer state functions have been relocated in 
newer state buildings and in some cases, in 
rented office space. 

The chandeliers seen in the Capitol 
hallways are made of Michigan cooper, 
designed by Tiffany’s of New York and 
installed in 1878. They feature the State 
Seal. Originally gas lighted, they were 
converted to electricity in 1905. 

The House and Senate Chambers are at 
each end of the second floor. Each has a U- 
shaped visitors’ gallery, reached from the 
third floor. 

The largest of the two chambers, the 
House Chamber, includes Michigan 
walnut desks which were original fur- 
nishings, beautiful quartz crystal chan- 
deliers imported from Czechoslovakia in 
1915 and carpeting with alternating circles 


of the State Seal and an outline of 
Michigan. Above the Speaker’s rostrum is 
a carved replica of the State Seal. 

There is similar carpeting in the Senate 
Chamber, but with a red, rather than blue 
background. The room features a hand- 
carved rostrum, with flags of all the 50 
states above it. 

The old Supreme Court chamber, now 
used as a committee room, is considered 
one of the loveliest rooms in the Capitol. 
The room has never been redecorated, and 
the handcarved desks are original fur- 
nishings. In addition to its handsome 
woodwork, the old court chamber includes 
white chandeliers and a ceiling of or- 
namental painted panels. 

The Governor’s private office is a large, 
high-ceilinged room with elegant wood- 
work. 

There are many other points of interest. 

In the ground floor near the main en- 
trance is a copy of the Liberty Bell. Cast in 
France in 1950, it is identical to the original 
bell, except that the famous crack is 
painted on. 

Not far from the first floor main en- 
trance is a grandfather clock. Over 100 
years old, it once was the master clock of 
the Capitol. 

Along the main hallways of the first floor 
are huge murals which depict Michigan 
history. They were designed to represent 
Michigan in the 1933 Chicago World’s Fair. 

The hallway ceiling were done in fresco 
and have never been retouched. The walls 
have been continuously retouched over the 
years, but always in the original colors. 

The black and white floors throughout 
the halls of the Capitol are made of Ver- 
mont marble, two inches thick, and were 
installed in 1892. 

The doorknobs are made of Michigan 
cooper, but most are not the original ones. 
Over the years, most of the original 
doorknobs were stolen for souveniers. 
Each knob has either the State Seal, an 
apple blossom design or a harvest scene 
on it. 

In the rotunda of the second floor are 
portraits of Michigan’s eight most recent 
governors. Each governor chooses his own 
artist and pays for his own portrait, which 
is hung after he leaves office. Scattered 
through the Capitol are portraits of other 
Michigan governors, including the first, 
Stevens T. Mason. 

The fourth floor of the Capitol is used for 
committee rooms and additional offices. 
Everyting above the third floor has been 
closed to visits since 1951, as a safety 
measure. 

From the main entrance of the Capitol, 
at the top of the large front steps, is an 
impressive view of Lansing’s Michigan 
Avenue, leading east to the Campus of 
Michigan State University.

for a family of six 
You also can qualify, based on 12 
months' income, if it is less than 
$3,925 for a family of one. $5,200 for a 
family of two, $6475 for a family of 
three, $7,750 for a family of four, 
$9,025 for a family of five and $10,300 
for a family of six 
Adjustments are made for 
families with more than six mem- 
bers. 

Assistance also is available for 
emergency furnace repairs or

Know your laws: 
Property and taxes

with the owner’s loss of 
all right and interest in 
the property. None of 
the proceeds of that sale 
are returned to the 
former owner of the 
property. 

Under the provisions 
of the general property 
tax law, taxpayers are 
given until the March 1 
of the year following the 
year in which taxes 
were assessed in order 
to pay their taxes 
without penalty. After 
that date a 4 percent 
collection fee is added to 
the total sum due. In 
addition to this 
collection fee, an in- 
terest rate of .75 percent 
per month is added to 
the total sum. If the 
delinquency continues 
over a period of 3 years, 
a sale of the property is 
conducted by the state 
treasurer on the first 
Tuesday in May of that 
year. 

As your attorney 
general] I maintain a 
strong interest in the 
affairs of both the 
government and the 
people of this state.

(This is the 10th in a series of 12-articles, en- 
titled Can You Survive, containing survival tips 
from the U S. Air Force Survival School at 
Fairchild Air Force Base, Wash.) 

The weather is fair with broken clouds, and the 
temperature is in the low 60s when you and two 
companions begin an overnight hike. By mid- 
afternoon, the temperature has plummeted to 50 
degrees, and it is beginning to drizzle with an 
accompanying 10 MPH wind. As you continue to 
hike to your planned stopping point, one of your 
companions begins to act irrationally. He is 
shaking violently and is on the verge of physical 
collapse. To treat this advanced stage of 
hypothermia. 

WOULD YOU . . . 

A. Quickly put additional clothing on the 
victim and make a temporary camp, warming 
him by a fire. 

B. Get the victim in warm, dry clothing and 
have him drink "hot” liquids. 

C. Bundle the victim in additional clothing to 
halt further heat loss and make preparations for 
carrying him out. 

D. Immediately build a fire and have the 
victim warm himself. Watch him carefully in 
order to prevent him from lapsing into a state of 
unconsciousness. 

TO SURVIVE 

(B) offers the best solution of the alternatives 
listed according to survival experts. Once in this 
stage of hypothermia, the victim can no longer 
care for himself and must be treated. Ad- 
ditionally, the body core temperature has 
dropped to such a low point that only the intake 
of hot liquids (110 degrees), after getting the 
victim protected, will offer a hopefully suc- 
cessful remedy for the hypothermic condition 
Placing the victim in a sleeping bag and 
crawling in with him to provide additional body 
heat may be necessary. 

None of the remaining alternatives offer 
definitive care that will arrest the hypothermia 
victim (A), putting additional clothing on, 
without first removing the wet clothes and 
stabilizing the body core temperature, will not 
solve the problem at hand. 

(D) does not provide internal sources of heat. 
Once the body core temperature drops to about 
90 degrees, independent external sources of heat 
may only drive the cold deeper into the body’s 
core, worsening the state of hypothermia. 

(C) would offer a course of action to take after 
the victim’s body core temperature has been 
stabilized and is now ready to be moved. (A 
service of your local Air Force recruiter.)

The first time I wrote a story about Dick McNally he asked me if 
it would be possible for me to read it back to him. 

It seemed that some sportswriter goofed up on a quote of his 
while at Michigan Center and he was wary of those who made their 
living pounding out picas. 

I read it back — it was a libelous story and I asked him to sue me 
and the publishing company and we would split the take. That 
story, of course, never made these pages. But the real one about 
him accepting the basketball coaching job at Cherry Hill even- 
tually did. 

That was eight years ago. 
TTiere have been many, many 
quotes from McNally on these 
pages since then, and I have 
never read a story back to him. 
And, early yesterday morning, 
he confirmed what most of us in 
these parts already knew — 
McNally has ended his coaching 
career in the area and has 
accepted a similar position in 
Niles, a rustic community in 
Michigan which is known for its 
basketball. 

Not that Inkster and Cherrv 
Hill aren’t. McNally has had 
some exceptionally talented 
ball players — such as Bobby 
Fowler, Tyrone Jordan, Floyd 
Simmons — all-staters - to 
name just a few. 

Then, why the change? 

“It presents a new challenge,” the 42-year-old McNally said. 
“Life is strange like that — I think you need a change once in a 
while to stimulate it.” 

McNally is old enough to know, and he. still is young enough to 
dare to make the change. 

And what will Niles have to offer? Well, it’s a Gass A high school 
that finished with an impressive 18-2 won-lost record and the 
conference championship, whatever conference they are in. 

It also is a growing and thriving community that has a student 
population of 6,000 in its K-12 program. And McNally hopes to 
continue a tradition he began some 18 years ago of producing high- 
caliber cagers. His team at Michigan Center and Cherry Hill have 
harvested scores of trophies. 

Cherry Hill, for example, has won the last three versions of the 
Tri-River Conference championships, the last three Western 
Wayne Christmas Holiday Tournaments and two Class B district 
titles. The Spartans have reached the finals of the regional playoffs 
the last two years and McNally leaves town with a 106-52 won-lost 
career record. How many coaches in the area can boast that kind of 
productivity? 

McNally points out that, “My years at Cherry Hill are among the 
most enjoyable and I will never forget the many friends and 
memories my family and I will be leaving behind.” 

And what about the press, Dick? 

“It’s been wonderful, really. I think the newspapers have done a 
tremendous job and I want to thank the writers.” 

Hell - and I thought McNally would say something scandalous so 
that we could sue him and keep him around for at least another 
season.

We really ran 
amok on national security (protection from attack) 
and salvation (saved, eternal life) rating them 
anywhere from 7-18 and 2-18. 

Lus says the values routine is often used by per- 
sonnel departments to see just how- a prospective 
employee sees himself — and life.
